MY TAJ 
MAHAL 
TERROR 

MEP caught in Mumbai attacks

A Surbiton politician who left the 
Taj Mahal Palace hotel half an hour 
before murderous gunmen entered 
and took his colleagues hostage 
feared for his life as he hid in a pop¬ 
ular tourist restaurant nearby. 

London MEP Syed Kamall, 41, was on a 
trade delegation with six colleagues from 
Brussels and had checked into the hotel 
on the evening the attacks, in which at 
least 188 people were killed. 

He and three of his colleagues checked 
in on Wednesday, November 26, took their 
bags to their rooms and headed to popular 
tourist restaurant the Khyber. 

Dr Kamall said: “We were in the restau¬ 
rant when I got a phone call from MEP 
Sajjad Karim who was in the hotel base¬ 
ment. He said, ‘whatever you do, don’t 
come back’. I thought it was a wind-up at 
first. 

“One of the German MEPs was hiding 
in the kitchen. She texted us to say: ‘It is 
dangerous. It is a bloody mess. Don’t come 
back. There were a few hours when we 
didn’t realise what was going on, but 
when we were told they were targeting 
tourists, our restaurant was an obvious 
destination. We thought ‘are they coming 
here next’?” 

The group holed up for the night in a 
room above the restaurant, where they re¬ 
ceived a desperate call from an assistant 
who heard bullets and knocking outside 
his door at the Taj Mahal. 

Dr Kamall said: “It was very scary. We

said, ‘don’t answer and keep quiet’. In the 
end he covered himself in a duvet and ran 
down the stairs, climbed over a garden 
wall and escaped.” 

Other colleagues were also trapped in¬ 
side the hotel and some narrowly escaped 
from the Leopold Cafe, where automatic 
fire killed about 10 people. 

The delegation was eventually rescued 
from the restaurant by the Spanish con¬ 
sulate and Dr Kamall flew back to 
Heathrow on Friday 

Dr Kamall has written off any chance of 
getting back the luggage, papers and lap¬ 
top he left on the fourth floor of the hotel. 

But he vowed to stand shoulder to shoul¬ 
der with the people of Mumbai, and said 
he would return in the new year.

The motion was proposed

Girls’ Schools on the latter site, 
remodelling Coombe Boys’ and 
Hollyfield School before 2013, 
and investing in the borough’s 
remaining secondary schools 
and special schools before 2016. 

Key to the early bid for the 
cash is a partnership scheme 
with Croydon Council, which 
was due to enter the BSF 
scheme at this stage but was 
not considered “ready to deliv¬ 
er”.

Opposition Councillor Nick 
Kilby said: “Congratulations 
to parents for getting their ar¬ 
guments across, congratula¬ 
tions to Dennis Doe, and I’m 
shocked that it’s taken the Lib 
Dems so long to concur.” 

The plans will go before the 
council’s executive committee 
on December 9, with the Gov¬ 
ernment making a decision on 
the application in spring 2009.

Paramedic struck off by 
tribunal after criticism 


A paramedic has been re¬ 
moved from service for a 
string of failings while treat¬ 
ing a fatal heart attack victim 
in New Malden. 

Paul Manktelow was taken 
off service after a Health Pro¬ 
fessions Council tribunal on 
November 18. 

It decided that he made a 
string of errors on the night 
of March 6 last year, when 73- 
year-old Norman Harrop had 
a heart attack and crashed in 
an Esso garage forecourt in 
New Malden. 

Mistakes included failing 
to immediately move him and 
attempt to restart his heart, 
allowing an unqualified ju¬ 
nior colleague to administer 
adrenaline and delaying basic 
and advanced life support 
until the patient was in the

ambulance. 

Mr Harrop’s distraught 
widow Joan is demanding an 
apology, after she learned of 
the tribunal and errors in the 
paramedic’s treatment when 
the Kingston Guardian visit¬ 
ed her. 

Supported by her close fami¬ 
ly, Mrs Harrop now wants a 
formal apology “from whoev¬ 
er is responsible” for being 
kept in the dark. 

Mrs Harrop said: “You try to 
get on with your life, but life 
isn’t the same and it’s horri¬ 
ble to have it dredged up all 
over again. 

“The police on the night said 
he was a hero. 

“He could have done an 


awful lot of damage, but he 
managed to drive the car into 
the petrol station and into the 
wall to stop anyone else get¬ 
ting hurt.” 

The family also wants an ex¬ 
planation from the London 
Ambulance Service over why 
they were not told of the in¬ 
vestigation. 

Mr Harrop’s daughter Jo 
Keogh said: “To not let us 
know this was going on is dis¬ 
graceful. 

“This was already taking a 
long time to get over - it’s al¬ 
ways in the back of your 
mind. 

“After 20 months to get this 
to come up makes it really 
raw again.”

Family complaint after 
mother’s cancer care 


A New Malden doctor has 
been suspended for six 
months, after he stole vials of 
morphine from a hospital 
ward and was convicted of 
drink-driving, a medical tri¬ 
bunal decided last week. 

Dr Omar Ahmed, who lives 
in New Malden, told police he 
wanted to kill himself be¬ 
cause of the pressures of the 
job and had stolen the vials as 
a “cry for help”, the General 
Medical Council (GMC) hear¬ 
ing heard last week. 

Dr Ahmed was caught 
drink-driving seven months 
later, after downing cocktails 
and tequila, and admitted at 
the hearing that his fitness to 
practise was “impaired”. 

The panel ruled on Novem¬ 
ber 25 that Dr Ahmed should 
be suspended for six months 
but did not opt for the maxi¬ 
mum period of 12 months to 
avoid a “disproportionate in¬ 
terruption” to his career. 

The hearing was told Dr 
Ahmed was convicted of four 
counts of theft, for which he 
received a 12-month commu¬ 
nity order, after he stole seven 
vials of morphine while 
working as a doctor at the

East Kent Hospital University 
NHS Trust in April 2006. 

On November 8, 2007, at City 
of Westminster Magistrates’ 
Court, Dr Ahmed, who now 
works as a doctor at the Royal 
Hospital, Bath, was fined £525 
and disqualified for 12 
months for drink-driving. 

The panel said the gravity of 
Dr Ahmed’s convictions rep¬ 
resented a “breach of trust” 
placed in him by his employ¬ 
ers and patients. 

Chairman of the panel 
Kevin Walters said he was 
concerned about Dr Ahmed’s 
pattern of behaviour during 
his period of offending. 

He said: “You have de¬ 
scribed your drink-driving as 
‘poor judgement, a terrible 
mistake’ but the panel is not 
satisfied that you have ade¬ 
quate insight into the serious¬ 
ness of your actions.”

Businesses could benefit 
from £300m renewal pot

South London businesses 
could benefit from a £300m pot 
to fund the regeneration of 
town centres, the Mayor of 
London’s deputy has said. 

Sir Simon Milton, deputy 
mayor for policy and planning, 
made the comments at a meet¬ 
ing in London for business 
leaders on November 21, 
where he also told the audi¬ 
ence it was time south London 
looked beyond borough bound¬ 
aries. 

“We will look at what is need¬ 
ed to help four or five hubs to 
take off. 

“We may be able to crush to¬ 
gether pots of money in the 
Greater London Authority 
family, which would yield 
£200m to £300m, and will look 
at how best it can be used,” he 
said. 

“I met yesterday with south 
London boroughs to discuss a 
grouping based on Bromley, 
Croydon, Sutton, Merton, 
Wandsworth, Kingston and 
Richmond. It is important to 
note that we don’t want to 
shoehorn co-ordination of all 
activities into a single set of 
boundaries - this is not a one- 
size-fits-all structure.” 

He said Mayor Boris John¬ 
son’s new Outer London Com¬ 
mission was a vital voice for 
south London, and a full re-

view of the London Plan (gov¬ 
erning future planning law 
and objectives) would be in 
place by the end of 2011. 

Sir Simon underlined the im¬ 
portance of Crossrail, and 
said economic growth was un¬ 


derpinned by good transport 
infrastructure, and that the 
Oyster pay-as-you-go system 
would be rolled out to all rail 
stations to zone 6 next year. 

Peter Pledger, chief execu¬ 
tive of South London Business 
- which represents businesses 
across south London - said 80 
people were expected in the 
meeting, but more than 100 at¬ 
tended. 

He said: “I was delighted 


with the positive response of 
Sir Simon to the challenges we 
have presently for businesses 
in south London, and believe 
we can work together to tackle 
development needs for the ben¬ 
efit of communities across the 
12 boroughs.”

Smithfield is a well-known name 
belonging to a world-famous mar¬ 
ket: a place etched into the history 
of the City of London and some¬ 
thing for Londoners to be proud of. 

Specialising in meat and poultry, 
the market is open to the meat 
trade and to the public every week¬ 
day morning from 3am. Customers 
can walk through the market to 
choose from the goods on display 
or businesses can place orders in 
advance for collection during 
opening hours. 

The connection between meat 
and this area of London goes back 
centuries. There was a live animal 
market here for nearly 700 years 
between 1174 and 1852. 

The buildings you can see today 
date back to the 1860s, when they 
were designed by the Victorian 
Architect Sir Horace Jones, who 
also designed Tower Bridge. 
However, where once the market 
had its own railway sidings and 
meat was moved on barrows and 
the backs of bummarees (porters), 
today’s operations are rather dif¬ 
ferent. 

Nowadays meat is brought to the 
market in refrigerated lorries and 
is delivered through sealed load¬ 
ing bays into temperature-con¬ 
trolled stalls and the whole market 
meets the latest European Hygiene 
Regulations. 

Nearly 120,000 tons of goods pass 
through the market every year. 


Once inside, lamb, pork and beef 
are cut into joints or catering por¬ 
tions and sold alongside poultry 
and other provisions - such as 
haggis. 

Smithfield is located in the 
‘Square Mile’ of the City of 
London, just five minutes from St 
Bartholomew’s Hospital, the 
Barbican and the Old Bailey. 

The Church of St Bartholomew 
the Great, where ‘Four Weddings 
and a Funeral’ was filmed, is just 


across the road, as is the site 
where William Wallace (think 
Braveheart and Mel Gibson) was 
hung, drawn and quartered. 

This is one of London’s tradi¬ 
tional early-morning sights. Be 
sure to visit early: Smithfield is in 
full swing while others are still 
asleep. Enjoy the banter and bustle 
- then enjoy breakfast in one of 
the many nearby pubs, which open 
early to serve market staff and 
customers.

We know that 
with the smoking ban the 
clientele has changed and peo¬ 
ple don’t come in for a whisky 
and a cigarette anymore. 


You used to be a manage¬ 
ment consultant. How are 
you finding life behind the 
bar? 

It’s amazing fun. I am origi¬ 
nally from Oregon and we 
hosted a big Thanksgiving din¬ 
ner here on November 27, 
using all of my mom’s tradi¬ 
tional recipes, such as pump¬ 
kin pie and candied yams. 

Being a management consul¬ 
tant is all about possibilities 
and this place is full of possi¬ 
bilities, so it is going to be an 
exciting challenge.

Stroke victims may 
face longer journeys 


Critically-ill stroke victims could 
face longer ambulance journeys 
to London hospitals from 
Kingston, if plans to concentrate 
services in seven hospitals are 
pushed through. 

Kingston Hospital is bidding to 
develop a 12-bed hyper-acute unit 
for serious strokes, a 24/7 “mini¬ 
stroke” attack service, and more 
advanced rehabilitation for suffer¬ 
ers at its Galsworthy Road site. 

However, it will need to persuade 
Healthcare for London to expand 
its plans to have 14 stroke care 
hubs, rather than the seven cur¬ 
rently being considered. 

If Kingston is unsuccessful, some 
more serious stroke patients will 
face journeys to St George’s Hospi¬ 
tal, Tooting, or Charing Cross Hos-

pital for emergency treatment. 

Alan Pearse, acting chief execu¬ 
tive at Kingston Hospital, said: “It 
is not for lots and lots of individu¬ 
als but we believe it wouldn’t be as 
good a service for people around 
Kingston and that is why we are 
proposing this and we hope 
Healthcare for London carefully 
considers it.” 

Sandra Berry, chairman of pa¬ 
tient watchdog K-Link, said she 
had no confidence that patients 
could get to St George’s within the 
30-minute time stated by Health¬ 
care for London. 

She added: “I have just been to St 
George’s and it took me longer. If 


you cannot do it, patients are not 
being served.” 

But a spokesman for the Stroke 
Association backed the proposals, 
saying: “We know that no deci¬ 
sions have been made as to which 
hospitals will provide particular 
levels of stroke care. 

“But delivering better stroke 
care across the capital will require 
hospitals, the ambulance service, 
primary care trusts and the volun¬ 
tary sector to work together across 
boundaries.” 

There will be a public consulta¬ 
tion over the changes in stroke 
care in the new year, after the bids 
have been decided. A final deci¬ 
sion is expected in July.

Surbiton station has been chosen 
to trial cashless payment in its car 
park. From December 8, drivers 
will be able to dial a telephone 
number and pay with their debit 
or credit card. 

Surbiton is one of 10 South West 
Trains car parks doing the six- 
month trial. If successful, it will 
be rolled out across all stations. 


The Metropolitan Police will not 
be allowed to give Tasers to non¬ 
specialist officers. 

A Metropolitan Police Authority 
spokesman said: “We recognise 
the potential to cause fear and 
damage public confidence if the 
use of Tasers is extended to non¬ 
specialist trained police officers. 
In the Met, only trained and su¬ 
pervised specialist officers may 
deploy Tasers.” 

Tasers, which incapacitate their 


victims with 50,000 volts of elec¬ 
tricity, were used in Kingston to 
catch a murder suspect who po¬ 
lice believed had an Uzi machine 
gun and to free a kidnap victim, 
the Surrey Comet revealed earlier 
this year. 

Kingston police fired a stun gun 
five times in the borough since 
their introduction. One was used 
to catch the man who killed Sean 
“Stretch” Jenkins with a shotgun 
at a party in Carshalton.

The grand opening of New 
Malden’s flagship green store on 
Shannon Corner is expected to 
take place early in the new year. 

The old New Malden and Wim¬ 
bledon B&Q stores have merged to 
create the new, environmentally- 
friendly superstore, creating more 
than 200 jobs in the process. 

It is the most sustainable B&Q 
store to date, with recycled plas¬ 
tics in the toilets and low VOC 
paints throughout the building. 

The 150,000sq ft plot is filled with 
sustainable features to reduce its 
carbon footprint, and it is a new 
model built over three floors to 
save valuable urban space.

Photovoltaic panels will convert 
solar energy into electricity and 
solar thermal water will provide 
heating for the toilets and coffee 
shop. 

The green theme even extends to 
the roof, where a natural covering 
will absorb carbon dioxide while 
protecting it from the weather. 

General manager Mark Dove 
said: “We’ve got some very loyal 
customers around here and it’s a 
great area to trade. 

“The store will be the first of its 
kind to trial all these green fea¬ 


tures under one roof. 

“It will lower our costs in the 
long-term and give something 
back to the community. 

“It will be a challenge too be¬ 


cause of its size.” 

The store is due to open on Jan¬ 
uary 29.

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Rabbi’s journey from 
bar to the synagogue

Rabbi Charley Baginsky has just 
been ordained at Kingston Liberal 
Synagogue (KLS) and is relishing 
the challenge of making the syna¬ 
gogue a vibrant, modern centre for 
the community 

Rabbi Baginsky grew up in a pro¬ 
gressive Jewish family in Watford 
and said the leap from practising 
the faith to wanting to make it a ca¬ 
reer was a natural step. 

She said: “You don’t tell people 
you want to be a rabbi growing up - 
it sounds a bit bonkers. But I had in¬ 
spirational rabbis in my life grow¬ 
ing up who planted the idea in my 
head that it was a possibility 

“I went to Israel and being a Jew 
there is very different because it is 
such a way of life and part of the 
culture.” 

Rabbi Baginsky’s path to becom¬ 
ing a religious leader has been far 
from traditional and she spent time 
running bars in Israel - one of 
which was later blown up by a ter¬ 
rorist bomb in 2003. 

“There were explosions but it did¬ 
n’t feel like I was living in a war 
zone,” she said. “You had to get on 
the bus because you had to travel 
and you had to go to work because 
you had to earn a living.” 

Some people are surprised she 
once ran a bar, but she said the ex¬ 
perience was invaluable to her reli¬ 
gious work. 

She said: “Israel shaped my iden¬ 
tity and what I could bring to the

rabbinate. Running a bar and being 
a rabbi aren’t that different.

Secure funding for your park 


The Mayor of London’s new director 
of environmental policy is urging 
people to vote for their local park in 
the Mayor’s £6m parks give-away. 

Speaking to this paper last week, 
Isabel Dedring said this was a fantas¬ 
tic opportunity to secure £400,000 
worth of improvements to a park 
under the Help a London Park scheme. 

She explained that at least one park 
in every borough in south-west Lon¬ 
don has been placed on a shortlist 
“based on need and where the money 
could make the biggest improvement”. 

The two parks which receive the 
most votes in south-west London be¬ 
tween now and January 30 will each 
receive the money 

At the same time, one large park in 
London will be selected by Mayor 
Boris Johnson’s team to receive £2m. 

In Kingston, the shortlisted park is 
King Edwards Recreation Ground, 
Hook. Kingston Council said if it was 
successful, the money would be used

to restore the formal rose garden back 
to its former glory, repair the Edwar¬ 
dian wrought iron railings and drink¬ 
ing fountain, install outdoor fitness 
equipment and adapt the tennis courts 
into a multi-use games area. 

Councillor Bob Steed, executive 
member for environment, sustainabil¬ 
ity and climate change at Kingston 
Council, said: “The recreation ground 
has the potential to become a focal 
point for the local community once 
again, but significant investment is 
needed to achieve this. 

“The Help a London Park competi¬ 
tion is a great opportunity to raise the 
funds required to breathe life back 
into this wonderful space. 

“But there are 46 other very worthy 
parks fighting for the prize money. If 
we are to stand a chance, we need res¬ 
idents to get online or pick up their 


mobile phones and vote for King Ed¬ 
wards Recreation Ground.” 

The money has been found from effi¬ 
ciency savings in the Mayor’s publici¬ 
ty budget, something Mr Johnson 
pledged to do if elected. 

The launch of the scheme coincided 
with the Mayor’s first major speech 
on the environment since being elect¬ 
ed, when he outlined a raft of mea¬ 
sures designed to create a green 
economy in London. 

These included the creation of com¬ 
bined heat and power plants, the con¬ 
version of waste into energy, the 
creation of 10 new Low Carbon Zones 
and the use of the Mayor’s powers to 
drive forward energy efficiency mea¬ 
sures in homes and businesses plus 
electric vehicles.

The amount of rubbish produced by 
Kingston households fell by 5.5 per 
cent last year, according to the latest 
figures. 

Statistics produced by the Depart¬ 
ment of Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (Defra) show that be¬ 
tween April 2007 and March 2008, 
Kingston was the third best perform¬ 
ing borough for household waste re¬ 
duction in London.

An average 3,500 people filled 
the shop every day over the next month in 
the run-up to Christmas. 

The store was celebrated as bringing a 
“new era of prosperity for the hitherto be¬ 
leaguered shopping centre” in the report of 
its opening in the December 9 edition of 
our sister paper the Surrey Comet.

NEW ROAD CAR TEST: JEEP PATRIOT S-LIMITED special edition 


S-Club heaven? 

Jeep’s Patriot comes in a classier guise 
if you opt for this S-Limited version. 
Jonathan Crouch checks it out 



These days, you can buy yourself a 
Jeep with none of the downsides. 
You know, high fuel consumption, 
low emissions and ponderous han¬ 
dling. Of course, such a Jeep won’t 
be quite the same off road, but it can 
come close enough not to matter. 
Hence the appeal of the brand’s new 
generation products, cars like the 
Patriot. 

To make sure the Patriot can offer 
fashion as well as 4x4 focus, the im¬ 
porters have introduced the S-Limit- 
ed special edition version that we’re 
looking at here. It comes only with 
the more affordable 2.4-litre petrol 
engine, rather than the 2.0-litre CRD 
diesel that most customers choose. 
Still, that does mean that prices can 
be kept well under the £20,000 mark, 


just under £2,000 more than the 
plushest Patriot in the standard 
range, that with ‘Limited’ trim. 

So what does the extra cash buy 
you? Well, the answer is a whole se¬ 
ries of exterior and interior im¬ 
provements, including chrome grille 
surrounds, body-coloured door han¬ 
dles and mirrors, rear parking sen¬ 
sors, plus a special S-Limited badge 
and a front and rear under-ride 
body-kit. Interior improvements in¬ 
clude leather trimmed seats and 
leather and Alcantara door panels, 
plus a leather-covered centre arm¬ 
rest, gearstick and headrests. Out¬ 
side, there’s an S-Limited badge in a 
red and silver finish and a Startech 
chrome grille. That’s all on top of 
the kind of equipment fitted to all 


top Patriots, including electric win¬ 
dows, a CD/radio, side-curtain 
airbags, anti-lock brakes and ESP 
with Electronic Roll Mitigation. 

Otherwise, it is of course the stan¬ 
dard Jeep Patriot recipe. If you 
haven’t come across the model 
before, let’s get one thing clear from 
the start. Although the Patriot is 
better off road than it ever needs to 
be, it’s still a step or two down from 
the vehicles at the top end of the 
Jeep’s range. 

Jeep’s retro kick is easily dis¬ 
cernible when walking round the 
Patriot. The high beltline, narrow 
side windows, flat body panels and 


upright windscreen angle are all de¬ 
sign cues reminiscent of the early 
Cherokee, while the boxily flared 
wheel arches look straight from a 
Wrangler. The seven-slatted grille 
and round lights have become a Jeep 
totem and some rugged looking 
alloys complete the look. The Patriot 
is a car that looks a whole lot bigger 
than it is. Despite its imposing 
frontal aspect, it doesn’t actually 
occupy much more space on the road 
than a Vauxhall Astra. 

Overall, as a tool for seducing cus¬ 
tomers who were previously think¬ 
ing of Nissan X-TRAILs, Toyota 
RAV4s and Honda CR-Vs, it’s been 


clearly found by the UK Jeep dealer net¬ 
work that in some respects, the Patriot 
needs a little more polish. This S-Limit- 
ed special edition variant provides it - 
and does so at a price that comparable 
compact 4x4 products will find it diffi¬ 
cult to match.

Credit crunch 
may hit Tom 

New Malden racing driver Tom 
Onslow-Cole could see his 
British Touring Car Champi¬ 
onship hopes dashed by the 
credit crunch, according to one 
of his chief rivals. 

The 21-year-old is yet to agree 
terms with VX Racing for next 
season having enjoyed an enc¬ 
ouraging first campaign with 
the Vauxhall team, which added 
the 2008 manufacturers’ title to 
the drivers’ championship won 
by Fabrizio Giovanardi. 

Onslow-Cole needs to raise in 
the region of £350,000 worth of 
sponsorship to effectively buy 
himself a race seat, if he 
doesn’t land a works drive next 
season. 

And former Brooklands Col¬ 
lege student Tom Chilton, who 
left Vauxhall for Team Halfords 
at the start of last season, fears 
for his rival given the current 
economic climate. 

“He paid for his seat at Vaux¬ 
hall last year and, fair play to 
the guy, he did a great job. With 
the markets as they are, there 
are fewer manufacturers enter¬ 
ing teams in the championship 
and sponsorship is becoming 
increasingly hard to find,” he 
said.

Dowson not 
haunted by 
last season 


Kingstonian boss Alan 
Dowson insists he will not 
allow history to repeat 
itself, claiming he has 
learnt the lessons of last 
season, which saw his 
side blow a promising 
start to the campaign. 

Ks lost 3-2 to Ashford 
Town on Sunday almost 
12 months to the day that 
a 2-0 defeat to Worthing 
sparked a run of just 
three wins in 17 league 
games - costing them a 
shot at promotion. 

Dowson’s men sit top of 
the Ryman League Divi¬ 
sion One South table, but 
have seen their lead 
slashed to four points 
after just one win in their 
past five matches. 

Sunday’s defeat is the 
first since winger Dean 
Lodge quit the club for 
Blue Square Premier 
strugglers Northwich Vic¬ 
toria.
